of  material  for  the  destruction  of  insects,  and  other  necessary  items 
for  the  cultivation  and  improvement  of  the  grounds  and  arboretum; 
the  purchase  of  material  for  repairing  and  making  roads  and  walks; 
the  purchase  of  glass,  paints,  lumber,  tin  for  roofing  and  spouting,  and 
hardware,  and  for  carpenters,  painters,  and  all  other  mechanics,  and 
the  necessary  material  for  keeping  the  conservatories  and  other  struc¬ 
tures  in  good  repair,  thirteen  thousand  dollars. 

Museoi:  To  enable  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  completely 
reorganize  and  sj'stematize  the  present  agricultural  museum  attached 
to  the  Department;  for  collecting,  classifying,  and  naming  cereals; 
collecting  and  modeling  fruits,  vegetables,  and  other  plants,  and  for 
labor  and  material  in  preparing  the  same  for  the  museum,  and  other 
necessary  expenses  and  supplies,  four  thousand  dollars. 

Furniture  Oases  and  Eepairs:  Eepairing  buildings,  heating 
apparatus,  furniture,  carpeting,  matting,  water  and  gas  pipes,  new 
furniture,  and  all  necessary  material  and  labor  for  the  same,  including 
lumber,  hardware,  glass,  and  paints,  ten  thousand  dollars. 

Library  :  Purchase  of  necessary  books,  periodicals,  and  papers,  and 
for  exiienses  incurred  in  completing  imperfect  series,  three  thousand 
dollars. 

Postage:  Postage  on  return  letters,  circulars,  and  miscellaneous 
articles  for  correspondents  and  foreign  mail,  five  thousand  dollars. 

NTINGENT  EXPENSES:  Stationery,  twine,  paiier,  gum,  dry  goods, 
soap,  brushes,  brooms,  mats,  oils,  paints,  glass,  lumber,  hardware,  ice, 
fuel  and  lights,  freight,  express  charges,  advertising,  telegraphing,  pur¬ 
chasing  supplies,  and  wa^shing  towels;  the  purchase,  subsistence,  and 
care  of  horses;  the  purchase  and  repair  of  harness;  expenses  of  sales 
of  old  material;  payment  of  duties  on  imported  articles;  actual  trav-

Sal\kii:s  a*ni)  KxrKNSES,  J>rHEAr  of  Animal  Indi  stuy:  I'or 
earryin^ii'  out  the  jirovisions  of  the  aet  of  May  tW(Mity  ninth,  eighteen 
hiindied  and  (M.iihty-foiir,  ostablishiip£i’ the  Ibirean  of  Animal  Industry, 
and  of  the  aet  of  Auiiust  thirtieth,  (doliteen  hundred  and  ninety.  )»’(]- 
vidina’  for  an  inspeetion  of  nu'ats  and  animals,  also  the  provisions  of 
the  act  of  ]\rareh  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one,  pru\  iding  for 
the  ins])(‘etion  of  live  cattle,  hogs  and  the  carcasses  iuid  products  tluavot’ 
which  are  the  subjects  of  interstate  and  foreign  comnierce.  and  for  othe! 
purposes,  the  sum  of  eight  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars;  and  rhe 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  hereby  authorized  to  use  any  iiart  of  this 
sum  he  may  deem  necessary  or  expedient,  and  in  such  manner  as  he 
may  think  best,  to  prevent  the  spread  of  pleuro-pneuinonia  and  otnei 
diseases  of  animals,  and  for  this  imrpose  to  employ  as  many  persons  as 
he  may  deem  necessary,  including  one  thousand  dollars  additional  tempo 
rary  compensation  to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  and 
to  expend  any  part  of  this  sum  in  the  purchase  and  destruction  of 
diseased  or  exposed  animals,  and  the  quarantine  of  the  same  when¬ 
ever  in  his  judgment  it  is  essential  to  prevent  the  spread  of  pleuro¬ 
pneumonia.  or  other  diseases  of  animals,  from  one  State  into  another, 
and  for  printing  and  publishing  such  reports  relating  to  aninal  indus¬ 
try  as  he  may  direct  j  and  the  Secretary  is  hereby  authorized  to  rent  a 
suitable  building  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  at  Uii  annual  rental  of 
not  exceeding  one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars,  to  be  qsed  as  a  labora- 
■"tory  for  said  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry:  Provided^  That  lifteen  Aiou- 
sand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  maybe  expended 
in  continuation  of  the  investigations  and  experiments,  to  be  conducted 
within  the  Cnited  States,  into  the  nature,  causes,  and  remedies  for 
prevention  and  cure  of  hog  cholera  and  swine  plague. 

Qlvaeantine  Stations  for  Xeat  Cattle:  To  establish  and 
maintain  quarantine  stations,  and  to  provide  proper  shelter  for  and 
care  of  neat  cattle  imported,  at  such  ports  as  may  be  deemed  necessary, 
fifteen  thousand  dollars. 

,  That  whenever  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  certify  to  the  Sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Treasury  what  countries  or  parts  of  countries  are  free 
from  contagious  or  infectious  diseases  of  domestic  animals,  and  that 
iieat  cattle  and  hides  can  be  imported  from  such  countries  into  the 
United  States  without  danger  to  the  domestic  animals  of  the  United 
States,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall, suspend  the  prohibition  of 
the  importation  of  neat  cattle  and  hides,  in  the  manner  provided  by 
law. 

That  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  determine  and  certify  to  the 
Secret  ary  of  the  Treasury  what  are  recognized*  breeds  and  pure  bred 
animals,  under  the  piro visions  of  paragraph  four  hundred  and  eighty- 
two  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  October  first,  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninetjn 

Agricultural  Experiment  Stations:  To  carry  into  effect  the 
provisions  of  an  act-  apipiroved  March  second,  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-seven,  entitled  ^frln  act  to  establish  agricultural  experiment 
stations  in  connection  with  the  colleges  established  in  the  several 
States  under  provisions  of  an  act  approved  July  second,  eighteen  hun¬ 
dred  and  sixty-two,  and  of  the  acts  supplementary  thereto,”  and  to 
enforce  the  execution  thereof,  seven  hundred  and  forty- five  thousand 
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dollars,  twenty-five  tlionsand  dollars  of  whieli  sum  shall  be  payable 
upon  the  order  of  the  iSeeretary  of  Agri(;iiltnre  to  enable  bim  to  carry 
out  the  provisions  of  section  three  of  said  act  of  March  second, 
ei<2:hteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven ;  and  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
is  hereby  authorized  to  employ  such  assistants,  clerks,  and  other  persons 
as  he  may  deem  necessary,  and  to  incur  such  other  ex^ienses  in  travel¬ 
ing,  stationery,  and  office  fixtures,  as  he  may  find  essential  in  carrying 
out  the  objects  of  the  above  acts  and  the  sums  apportioned  to  the  several 
States  shall  be  paid  quarterly  in  advance.  And  the  Secretary  of  Agri¬ 
culture  is  hereby  authorized  to  furnish  to  such  institutions  or  individuals 
as  may  care  to  buy  it  copies  of  the  card  index  of  agricultural  literature 
prepared  by  the  Office  of  Experiment  Stations,  and  charge  for  the  same 
a  price  covering  the  additional  expense  involved  in  the  preparation  of 
these  copies,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  apply  the  moneys  received 
toward  the  expense  of  the  preparation  of  the  index. 

ExPEimiENTS  IN  I'HE  Manufactuee  OF  SuGAE :  To  enable  the  Sec¬ 
retary  of  Agriculture  to  continue  experiments  in  the  production  of 
sugar  from  sugar  cane,  sugar  beets  and  sorghum,  and  especially  for 
culture  experiments  looking  to  the  improvement  of  those  sources  of 
sugar,  and  for  experiments  for  the  more  complete  separation  of  the 
sugar  from  the  molasses,  and  including  all  necessary  exi^enses  in  these 
exx^eriments,  namely,  traveling  expenses,  purchase  of  samides,  appa¬ 
ratus,  and  supplies,  chemical  services,  including  five  hundred  dollars 
additional  temi^orary  compensation  to  the  chief  chemist,  and  other  ex¬ 
penses  incidental  to  the  experiments,  twenty  thousand  dollars,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary:  Provided^  That  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary  may  in  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  Agricul¬ 
ture  be  exx)ended  in  investigating  and  preparing  to  carry  on  experi¬ 
ments  next  year  in  sugar  cane  production  on  reclaimed  swamp  lands 
in  some  suitable  place  in  the  San  Joaquin  or  Sacramento  Valley,  Califor¬ 
nia,  to  be  used  by  the  Department  free  of  charge:  Provided  further^ 
That  all  products  of  the  experiments  may  be  sold  and  the  xnoceeds 
thereof  be  used  in  the  experimental  work,  and  that  a  full  and  accurate 
account  of  the  i)roceeds  of  such  sales  be  transmitted  to  Congress. 

lEEiGATiox  Investigations:  To  enable  the  Secretary  of  Agiacul- 
ture  to  continue  the  collection  of  information  as  to  the  best  modes  of 
agriculture  by  irrigation,  six  thousand  dollars.

Fuel,  Lights,  axd  Eepaies:  For  fuel,  lights^  repairs,  labor,  and 
other  expenses  for  the  care  and  preservation  of  the  public  buildings  on 
the  comer  of  Twenty-fourth  and  M  streets  northwest,  in  the  city  of 
Washington,  nine  thousand  seven  hundred  dollars. 

CoxTEsGENT  Expenses:  Contingent  exj^tenses  for  stationery,  furni¬ 
ture,  and  repairs  to  the  same;  freight,  exiiress  charges;  subsistence, 
care,  and  purchase  of  horses :  repairs  of  harness ;  paper,  twine,  adver¬ 
tising,  dry  goods,  mats,  oils,  paints,  glass,  lumber,  hardware,  ice,  pur¬ 
chasing  suppbes,  washing  towels,  and  other  miscellaneous  sui^phes 
and  expenses  not  otherwise  provided  for  and  necessary  for  the  prac¬ 
tical  and  efficient  work  of  the  Birreau,  thirteen  thousand  seven  hundred 
dollars. 

Gexeeal  Expenses,  Weathee  Bueeau. 

Expenses  of  the  W eather  Bureau,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  Agricultirre,  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture,  commerce,  namgation, 
and  other  interests,  as  provided  by  law,  namely : 

Salaries  of  thirty  local  forecast  officials,  observers,  assistant  observ¬ 
ers,  operators,  repadmen,  and  other  necessary  civilian  employees  out- 
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side  of  tlie  city  of  Wasliiugtoii,  tliree  biiiKlred  and  forty- four  thousand 
dollars;  aud  the  Secretary  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  prouiotious  in 
the  service  without  prejudice  to  those  transferred  from  the  Signal  Serv¬ 
ice  of  the  War  Departmeut.  All  other  expenses,  itemized  as  follows: 
maps,  bulletins,  and  stationery  for  stations,  and  the  maintenance  of  a 
printing  office  in  the  District  of  Columbia  (including  the  hire  of  print¬ 
ers,,  lithographers,  and  other  necessary  working  force),  for  printing  of 
the  necessary  circulars,  weather  maps,  bulletins,  monthly  weather  re¬ 
views,  and  other  meteorological  data  for  distribution  and  display  in  the 
interest  of  agriculture,  commerce,  and  navigation;  for  transportation 
and  legal  traveling  allowances  of  employees  when  traveling  on  business 
connected  with  the  Bureau,  including  transportation  of  materials  and 
funds;  for  meteorological  aud  other  instruments  and  shelters  therefor; 
for  telegraphing  or  telephoning  reports,  messages,  or  other  information ; 
the  siiecial  and  regular  circuits,  drops,  and  rates  for  W^eather-Bureau 
^  service,  to  be  fixed  by  the  Secretarj^  of  Agriculture  by  agreement  with 
the  telegraph  or  telephone  company  or  companies  performing  the  serv¬ 
ices;  for  rents  and  other  incidental  exjienses  of  offices  maintained  as 
stations  of  observation;  for  the  mainteuance  and  repair  of  seacoast 
telegrajih  lines;  including  the  maintenance  of  telegraphic  or  teleiihonic 
communications  between  Middle  aud  Thunder  Bay  Islands  in  the  city 
of  Alpena,  Michigan;  for  river  observations  and  reports  necessary  for 
flood  forecasts;  for  storm,  cold  wave,  flood,  frost,  and  other  signals 
(including  the  imrchase  of  flags»for  the  same);  for  cotton  region  obser¬ 
vations  and  reports;  for  special  observations  and  pay  of  observers  of 
West  India  stations  during  the  hurricane  season;  for  supplies  for  State 
Weather  Service  stations,  and  for  investigations  on  the  relations  of 
climate  to  organic  life,  four  hundred  and  four  thousand  one  hundred 
aud  seventy  dollars ;  in  all,  seven  hundred  and  forty- eight  thousand 
one  hundred  and  seventy  dollars.
